Lesson Focus 


Today's grammar point is aru, a special class 1 verb meaning "to exist" or "to have." 


Aru is only used to indicate the existence of inanimate objects. That is, it is not used to indicate the existence of living things 
other than plants, nor is it used to describe the existence of formerly living things (corpses, vampires, etc.). 


Formation 
[Object] + wa + [place] + ni aru 
[Person/Place] + (ni)wa + [thing] + ga aru 


Examples: 
ROTARY FIsHIC HS, 
Watashi no aipoddo wa kuruma ni aru. 
My iPod is in the car. 


PLO EICABH So 
Tsukue no ue ni hon ga aru. 
A book is on the desk. 


For living things, iru is used. 


Examples: 

BABI LV oa IS HERBY AUKET, 
Sugamo ni ippai o-toshiyori ga imasu. 
There are many old people in Sugamo.
